REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Board of Education and Citizens of the School Dis- 
trict of Danbury: 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report as superintend- 
ent of your schools. 

The statistical table and roll of perfect attendance form a 
part of this report. 

We were fortunate last year in having resident feachos 
of ability in the Center and the North Road schools. The 
work at Elmwood and South Danbury was very much 
broken up by illness and other conditions making it neces- 
sary to change teachers and to have one or more substitutes. 
The same condition arose this year at Elmwood through 
our not being able to secure a permanent teacher before the 
school opened in August. 

Several new books have been added to our equipment, 
among them being several new sets of history readers, also 
other reading for nearly all grades. As our funds have run 
low, owing to the cutting off of a large part of our state aid, 
we were unable to buy other texts needed, but we hope to 
change arithmetics for this spring term, and to have new 
language and grammar texts soon. Enough up-to-date 
geographies were bought this fall to supply the seventh and 
eighth grades. The teachers are able to use these for map 
work in the fifth and sixth grades also, thus making a fairly 
satisfactory equipment. Desk copies have been purchased 
of Metcalf’s “New Hampshire in History”, Morrison’s 
“The Government of New Hampshire”, and Edith Gilman 
Brewster’s “Some 300 Years Ago,” a collection of histori- 
cal stories of our state. We believe these books will foster 
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a love for the state and an appreciation of her place in his- 
tory. 

The Monroe Silent Reading tests, the Courtis tests in arith- 
metic fundamentals, and the Ayres Spelling tests have been 
given in grades 3-8, and the Witham Geography tests in 
grades 5-8. The National Intelligence Tests were given in 
grades above the second. The results of these have helped 
greatly in determining the standing of pupils and their 
ability to advance. 

Last June there were no graduates from the eighth grade. 
therefore no new entrants to high school in September. 
This year we have six in the eighth grade, which with those 
already in Proctor ought to give us a good Academy list 
next year. 

Attendance was admirable in the Center school, being 
959% ; fair in the Elmwood; low in the North Road, owing 
to a few families who through the excuse of sickness, bad 
roads, and long distance were irregular; and very low at 
South Danbury where there was an unusual amount of sick- 
ness, many small children at rather long distances from the 
school, and apparent indifference to school attendance. This 
year has shown a striking change, the attendance to january 
1 being above 97% , with Erma, Vera, and Earl Evans, 
Everett. Heath and Ralph Stevens neither absent or tardy, 
and eight others absent one day or less. We hope the at- 
tendance in all schools during the spring term will be so 
nearly perfect as to off-set the absences during the January 
storms. 

A few much needed alterations were made last summer, 
the toilets at Elmwood being raised and connected by a 
double latticed walk with the school entry, and the light 
area at South Danbury increased so that now that room is 
admirably lighted. The policy of the Board has been to do 
first whatever health and comfort most demanded. This 
meant the improvement of light and sanitation even though 
the new parts had to remain for some time unpainted. Pro- 
vision is made in the budget for painting next year, the new

wood work and wall board in the Center, South, and Elm- 
wood schools. The stove at the Center should also be jack- 
eted, as that room is quite too large to be made comfortable 
by the old method of radiation. With a jacketed stove set 
in the coldest corner such a system of circulation will be 
established as should heat satisfactorily every part of the 
room. When school rooms were used only from April to 
November the matter of heating was rather of temporary 
importance; but with schools in session during December 
and January it is essential to provide sutable heat. 

As fall seems for several reasons the better time for mak- 
ing the medical inspection we had it done this year in Octo- 
ber. Several children have had defective vision corrected, 
some have had adenoids and tonsils removed, and teeth put 
in good condition. In a few cases where pupils are doing 
very poor work there is every probability that with their 
throats cleared up and adenoids removed they would be 
able to keep up with their classes. Dirty and decaying teeth 
are one of\ the greatest handicaps to a child’s health and 
success. 

At the expense of an occasional complaint on the part of 
teachers and pupils Danbury has had fewer no schools days 
than any other town in our union, New London and Graf- 
ton lost 21 sessions, Wilmot 22, and Andover 27, while Dan- 
bury lost but 9. “Institute Circular No. 105” written re- 
cently by Commissioner Butterfield and printed by the State 
Board of Education admonishes school boards so to atrange 
the school calendar that there shall be fewer days lost. The 
last bi-ennial report shows that the actual school time lost 
varies throughout the state from 8 to 37 half days. “Nearly 
ail districts in the state can increase the efficiency of their 
schools from 1 to 5% without additional cost, if their school 
boards will adopt regulations to eliminate the unnecessary 
no school days.” In this respect Danbury has been a leader 
in a movement heartily endorsed by the State Department, 
and commended to every thrifty tax payer who wants 100% 
returns for money invested. 
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I wish to thank the members of the Board and all school 
officers for their cordial co-operation in all matters per- 
taining to the welfare of our schools.
